GRUB AT BEVERLY 


An immense hole under the Bur­ 
lington tracks at Farnam street, the 
forming of a sandbar 
where Joe 
Spear’s skiff ferry is located, and 
washed out tracks and land at the 
Lietman mill, broken toll lines on 
the telephone lines and a serious 
washout near Hokah were the most 
serious cases of damage reported. 
For several hours last night about 
midnight the rain fell in a stead/ 
downpour. The streets were flooded, 
drains broken and the gutters be­ 
came veritable raging torrents. The 
rain was accompanied by vivid light­ 
ning. 
Damage to Bnrlingeon 
The Burlington road probably suf­ 
fered the greatest damage, sixty feet 
deep, 
sixty feet long under 
the 
tracks and 150 feet long below the 
tracks was scooped out as though 
there had never been any earth there. 
The tracks -were left suspended over 
the gap, but track walkers 
discov­ 
ered the serious condition in time 
to prevent a disaster. There was a 
big sewer pipe at this point, but a 
depression east of the track permit­ 
ted the water 
to 
gather from th* 
streets and new park site until it be­ 
gan to wear away the sand over the 
tracks, and the bursting of the sew­ 
er followed. With full sway the tor­ 
rent washed out the vast abyss which 
was visited by hundreds of people 
this morning. A portion of the street, 
np to the macadam, 
was 
carried 
aw’av as w’ell as the land of the rail­ 
road company. 
The Burlington started to repair 
the hole this morning, and are fill­ 
ing the space with supports to forbid 
a repetition of the occurence. I t 
is estimated it will take 500 carloads 
of dirt to fill the washout. Street 
Comissioner George Falk made ar­ 
rangements with the railroad to fill 
the portion which washed out. An­ 
other washout on the Burlington oc­ 
curred at Gund’s brewery.
